the short time prohibition had been 
in effect and compared the present 
day with the days of the old-time sa­ 
loon. 
G. B. Greer had nothing much 
to 
add to what Rev. Crowe had said, but 
he was of the opinion that little sym- 
jiathy in Sikeston and less in 
Scott 
County was felt toward enforcing the 
prohibition laws. He stated that while 
he would not violate his oath as

member of the late grand jury, he 
would say that it was impossible to 
get anyone who were brought before 
them to tell of illicit 
liquor selling.

For 
dinner a turkey or peafowl was usual­ 
ly served, garnished with all kin*ie of 
good things on the «ide, which 
the 
women of long ago knew so well how­ 
to prepare. 
Then pies, 
cakes 
and 
good rich custard followed—all 
you 
could eat. After dinner the men folks 
just sat around and talked or 
read 
the Bible as there was little else to 
read. 
I may as well add here that we 
had never heard of ice cream or scal­ 
loped oyaters and many other of the 
thing* that people have now. 
As to peafowls, they were about a» 
plentiful in the neighborhood as were 
turkeys, but there wa« no market for 
either, so we just “et" them. 
The 
young women usually had a few par­ 
ties during the holiday season and at 
some of these dancing was included 
when a fiddle could be had. 
We 
had 
never heard ’em called 
violins 
way 
hack there. 
If a fiddler could not 
be 
had the 
youngsters danced and sang “ Weavly 
Wheat" and enjoyed it fully as 
well 
as our young people do now when a 
$75 orchestra furnishes 
the music. 
Many people those day? did not 
be­ 
lieve *in dancing and if a church mem­ 
ber danced they were usually turned 
out of church. 
You bet our Christ­ 
mas was gloomy compared to what it 
is now. 
There were no pretty dolls 
for the girls and no wagons, eleds. 
velocipedes, toy baloons 
or anything 
else for we kids of 75 years ago. But 
we were just as happy and contented 
as are our children of today. 
How­ 
ever, I am glad that life is 
made 
brighter for the children now* than it 
was when I was a boy. 
The first Christmas tree ever

up and decorated in Fayettee was on 
Christmas eve in 1854.
